The political significanve of the oc- 


currence lies in the fact that there is 
now an heir to the throne of The 
Netherlands, a circumstance that very 
greatly enhances the chances of the 
country for continued independence. 
he Queen was married. to Prince 
Henry of Mecklenburg-Schwerin on 
Feb. 7, 1901. On two previous occa- 


sions the hopes of the people for an. 


heir to the throne have been disap- 
pointed. 


Here in the capital, in spite of the 
heavy downpour of rain, the streets 
are gaily decorated and great crowds 
are passing to and fro‘s' wing their 

ratification. The people read eager- 
ly the special news issued free by the 
newspapers announcing the happy 
event. 

Heralds sccompanied by trumpeters 
clad in ancient Dutch dress made the 
rounds of the city, halting at the 
principal’ squares and other suitable 
spots to make, after due fanfares, the 
following proclamation: 

“Fellow-citizens: With great joy we 
announce the news that Her Majesty 
by the grace of God, has been deliv. 
ered of a princess,

In Korea 25 years ago there was not 
one Christian; today there are 150,- 
000. In China, a marvellous change 
had come in the last four years. Now 
was Christianity’s ‘opportunity. In 
ringing words, the speaker made an 
impassioned call for personal service. 
The only way to avoid the yellow 
peril was by spreading Christianity 


Jin China. The rebirth of China and 


the development of Canada would be 
the two great events in the -20th’ cen- 
tury. In a glowing peroration, the 
speaker asked: Shall we, as Can- 
adians, be worthy of the age in which 
we live and of the opportunity which 
comes to us? He believed we would, 
and that the men of Belleville would 
do their share. The remarks of Rev. 
were © punctuated 
with hearty applause. : 


REV. CANON TUCKER. 


The hackneyed word, “ideal,” must 
be used to describe the address of 
Canon Tucker. He told of what Can- 
ada owed to missionaries. Health, 


‘thrift and industry were our nation- 


al’ characteristics, and we owed our 
blessings principally to ‘the mission- 
aries who, in early days, had itupiant- 
ed in the breasts of our ancestors the 
love of freedom self-control, love of 
truth and righteousness, respect for 
law and order, high moral sense and 
love of home; all these things came 
in the wake of Christianity, taught 
by the missionaries, who also taught 
Canadians to love the Bible, to res- 
pect the Lord's day and love to join 
in "His worship. These things they 
placed in the centre of our national 
life.- Canon Tucker's address was im- 
passioned, yet witty; magnetic, yet 
humorous; scholarly, yet simple. In 
short, a gem. He contrasted present 
day conditions with those of old days

products of the Colony to the best 

; advantage. One is tempted by the + 
cases of jams, honey, tartle, fruit, 

: meat, and a hundred and one other 

‘things, tasty, useful, cheap, well 

| packed. and thoroughly available for 

; Reneral domestic: use. But go into 
any big shop in London or the coun- 
try and ask for any one article’ of 
Colonial -produce, and the chances 
are a hundred to one, or more, that 
you will not get it. 

The. Colonial representatives, food, 
worthy, estimable men one and all, 
fight shy of the retail trade, or else 
have no power to. push the goods 

which they show and recommend. 

Their exhibitions, therefore, from a 

trading point of view, defeat their- 

own ends. One’s mouth waters at the 
delicacies displayed; and one then 
finds that there is no chance of. be- 
ing protectively patriotic, and spend- 
ing hard cash on Colonial products. 
A grocer’s shop in the West End 
of London, which makes a speciality 
of American products, has been do- 
ing an increasingly roaring trade for | 

j Years pasts and not with Americans ! 
alone, for English folk fully recognize { 
the merits of the goods. Many house- 
keepers buy there regularly, and the 
co-operative stores have been obliged, 
in self-defence, to stock some of the 

Jeading Lines. | 
The Colonies, therefore, must start 

their own shops, in London first, 

and then in the more important pro- 
vincial towns, or, what would be the 
ideal plan, they should combine (if 
for once agreemant were pleasantly 
possible) and opea a large Colonial 
market right in the heart of London. 
where every Colonial product would 
be on sale, and were one might buy 
dugong and beche-de-mer from Queens- 
land; honey, mutton, and butter from 
other parte of Australia; apples, 
maple sugar, and fish from Canada;

Although Sir Wilfrid Refused Pow- 
» tlvely to’ Hold Proposed’ Power 


‘Heard From Conservative Mem- 
bers Finally Bring Mr. Fielding to 
- Terms. 

Ottawa, May 4.—A second time 
James Conmec’s Ontario & Michigan 
Power bill has. been ‘set aside ‘after 
a~strong provincial rights argument 
by the Opposition. rae 

All day they kept hammering away 
at the Premier, endeavoring to force 
him to delay the measure ‘until the 
Province of Ontario had a chance to 
be heard on the amended bill, but at 
6 o’clock Sir Wilfrid had refused to 
yield. At 8 o’clock he was-not in his 
pies and Mr. Fielding, after learn- 

that the Conservatives meant to 
fight the question to « finish, agreed 
to the demand to hold over the. bill 
for a few days. 

This is the second notable victory 
the Opposition has achieved over this 
attempt to infringe on the rights of 
the province. 

Mr. Blain opened the discussion 
yesterday morning. saying that Pre- 
mier Whitney had expressed the view 
that Parliament should leave the 
question to the Ontario Legislature, 
as being one of provincial jurisdic- 
tion: Mr. Conmee declined to recog- 
nize Sir James Whitney as an auth- 
ority on this point. On the banks 
of the Pigeon river is a location, the 
patent for which goes back some 50 
years, and that it is so situated us 
to destroy the claim that the province 
owns the land along the river bank. 

What would the House 
defying the expressed wish of the peo- 
ple of Ontario? queried Claude Mac- 
gonnel, who believed the bill ultra 

res. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier contended that 
the Dominion had exclusive furisdic- 
tion. The whole difficulty was over 
the power of expropriation; it woukt 
expedite matters if they could pass 
the' other parts of the bill, and come 
to this nt at once, 

Mr. Blain remarked that the prin- 
cipal promotera are American capi- 
talists, who know that the Ontario 
Government will give such large pow- 
érs to no man, friend of foe, in the: 
country or out of it. F 

r. Conmee confessed that he had 
no regard for the Ontario Govern- 
ment’s power ‘policy. 

Mr. Magrath esked Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier if the Canadian section of the 
Waterways Commission had been con- 
sulted tn regard to the bill. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier replied in the negative. 

Haughton Lennox argued in the af- 
ternoon in favor of the retention of 
all available water power in Canada 
for development of our own in- 
dustry. Such a policy would force 
Auseticora who desire to use the pow- 
er to establish industries in Canada. 

Assuming, for the snke of argument, 
that jurisdiction rests with the Dom- 
inion, would it be u good policy to 
alienate Canada’s wealth of» power 
without providing for some form of 
eompensation? asked: Sam Sharpe. 

Sir Wilfrid repeated that jurisdic- 
tion rests with the Dominfon. As to 
the wisdom of allowing the exporta- 
tion of power he had an open mind. 

F. E. Carvell stated that the pro- 
perty at Pigeon River Falls was the 
private property of a Mr. Stewart 
since 1866, and had passed out of the 
hands of the province> Bich 

Mr. Macdonnel opposed the bill on 
the,other ground that the bill did not 
specify i sas the work was to be 
erected and Mr. Lennox described the 
eompany as simply exploiters who 
wanted to export Canada’s power into 


a rival country. ci 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier commended On- 
tario for conserving the water powers 
of crown lands, but did not believe 
that the province contemplated ex- 
propriation of private property. 

Dr. Sproule said that the interfer- 
ence of the Government with the pro- 
vincial rights of Manitoba and Brit- 
ish Columbia was the cause of the 
defeat of the Liberals in these pro- 
vinces at the last election. Was Sir 
Wilfrid inviting also the condemna- 
tion of Ontario? 

Mr. Blain asked that the bill be 
returned to the private bills commit- 
tee in order that a representative of 

-the Province of Ontario might present 
the case of the province.

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T find that the big bugbear is our 
winter climate. Wherever I go this 
is the chief “sticker” in the minds 
of those*interested, and it undoubt- 
edly is the principal obstacle. an 
agent or delegate has to surmount, 
Generally when a true description 
of ‘Canadian winters is given, the. 
hearers drop manf strange. precon- 
ceived notions, but it “fs useless to 

“deny that to! man¥ ‘Britishers, it 
remains a great drawback. Letters! 
- from disappointed immigrants, ¢- 
taining just ‘enough truth to make 
them appear trustworthy to unsus- 
pecting relatives and friends, are 
sometimes produced for a delegate’s 
hypothetical confutation.. These let- 
ters remind me-of a case of a dix 
appointed immigrant’ which came 
to my own knowledge. The man, 
with his family, was:on the charge 
of the municipality, although, had 
‘he been of the right pe. there 
would have been no Sssity for his 
accepting relief of this nature. A 
Canadian ; remarked to him: “‘We 
Canadians’ treat you Englishmen 
pretty well, don’t we?" “‘So yer 
ought to,” was the reply, ‘‘we hown 
yer!’ -A little of this goes a long 
way. It is incidents of this kind 
that sometimes bring English %et- 
tlers into discredit, although Eng- 
lishmen as a rule make most desir- 
able citizens *and are a valuable 
asset to the country.

his art. 5 

Certainly the members of the Gov- 
ernment outside the Cabinet have not 
Tuch more than a general notion as 
to what is likely to happen, and it 
may turn. out that a material part 
of their general notion is wrong. One 
might go farther and say that evpa 
the Cabinet as a whole: are rarely 
in possession of the details in advance 
of any year’s budget. For within the 
Cabinet is always an inner Cabinet 
—the Finance Minister’s personal 
friends and supporters, the men from 
whom he often seeks counsel and as- 
sistance, or who, by right of their 
intimacy, proffer him counsel and 
assistance. These are the Ministers 


to be-counted on the hand, who could |: 


tel] more tales out of school than any 
others. By carefully Choosing their 
brokers’ and covering their opera- 
tions they could, if they liked, make 
large additions to their fortunes 
through their knowledge of the facts, 
and none would be the wiser. Yet 

r everyone can be perfectly © certain 
they will not use their official knowl- 
edge for any p purpose of this 
sort. An American politician might 
say this is foolish. The answer is 
that it is honest, and that it is” Brit- 
ish, and no case has ever been 
known of a Cabinet Minister failing 
to observe this unwritten law. 

But there are two—or, say, three— 
men who know more of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer’s secret than 
anybody else, the Permanent Finan- 
cial Secretary -and «the Permanent 
Administrative Secretary at the 
Treasury, and the Chancellor's oxn 
private secretary. The two Perman- 
ent Secretaries know the budget as 
a mother knows her baby; know 
through all its phases and all 
figures; know it in its early prom’ 
and its later disappointment; kno 
it through all its train of worries, 
anxieties, and perplexities. All the 
year, in fact, they are fixing up the 
Chancellor’s financial scaffolding for 
him, so that for nine months he has 
practically nothing to do in financial 
matters except dream and hope and 
scheme. Not until he knows what his 
deficit or surplus is through the labors 
of these men can he seriously start 
work on his budget and display to 
the world his talents as a financial 
genius—or otherwise, 

Of course, there are dozens. of 
officials and clerks at the Treasury 
who get_s glimpse of the budget in 
quarter lights and half lights before 
it is actually unfolded to the House. 
Hundreds of memoranda {fom 
department to department; hGndreds 
of letters are drafted, corrected, ex- 
amined, and copied. Withal, the 
Chancellor keeps his golden gecret. 
Everybody who has the smallest re- 
sponsibility with respect to it at the 
Treasury is on honor to be faithful 
to his trust. ~ 

Yet budget seer&s have leaked out 
from time to time, nevertheless. 
One instance which comes to taind 
concerns one of the famous budgets 
of the most famous of England’s 
Finance Ministers—Gladstone. His 
private: sccretary, connected with a 
noble family, consciously or uncon- 
sciously betrayed the secret of his 
chief. It was, indeed, said that he 
had been, “‘got at.” In any case, his 
career was ended. (Gladstone was 
not the\ man to forgive a secretary 
who failed ‘to recognize ‘that a still 
tongue makes a wise head, and he 
“fired him out’ without. more ado.

If they are to make the main 
part of the meal, serve them around a 
mound of potato or make a potato bor- 
der and serve the fish tings In a 
mound. 4 

The smelts may be skewered with a 
toothpicky-and the skewer may be re- 
moved after the fish fs cooked, as the 
ring will usually keep its shape.

Widespread Reports of Markca 'Quake Come From 


| Middle West, But No Serious Damage /2 Done and 
No Lives are cost --Wel! of Electrio Light Plant 
Caves in—Is Firstin History and Unexpected 





Winnipeg, Alay 17.—Earthquake 
shocks varying in intensity were felt 
all through the Canadian prairie west 
at about 10.20 central time Saturday 
evening, in most places rattling 
dishes, banging “doors and shaking 
windows, while in several points pco- 
ple were driven in alarm out of doors. 
The duration is reported at from 20 
seconds to a minute, 
: At Wolseley, the well of the elec- 
tric light plant caved in just before 
the shock was felt and the town was 
plunged in darkness. 

Other places report cracked plas- 
i ter, but that apesy to be the sum 
of the damage done. . 

The shiock was very light in this 
city, but was distinctly felt at Sel- 
kirk, on Lake Winnipeg, and from 
there the disturbance was noted at 
scattered points for a thousand miles 
west across the prairie. 

Shocks appear to have been most 
severe in the heavy “Curmbo"" coun- 
try of Saskatchewan, along the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific, but 
were felt as far north as Prince 
Albert. mia 

It is the first time in known his- 
tory that earthquake shocks have 
visited the Red River or Saskatche- 
wan Valleys, and Prof. Frank Allen, 
Ph.D., of Manitoba University, said 
last night that they might never re- 
cur. 

He attributes the disturbance: as a 
wave, or echo, of sexjous earthquakes 
in southern America or the central 
Pacific, and holds that the vibration 
thus caused has followed the chold 
of a circle coming out in the Cana- 
dian prairie. 

Prof. Allen is reassuring regarding 
the future, so far as the prairie is 
conce! . There is no evidence that 
this region was ever visited by an 
earthquake in historical times, or at 
least no marks of such have been left, 
This section is a long distance from 
the coasts where the earthquakes us- 











ually occur, 
Besides, that the lay out of the 
prairie foundations is distinctly 


against such a thing. . The. rock. layers 
ate horizontal, whereas it is known 
that great earthquakes occur where 
the rock layers run down towards the 
earth centre at seventy, eighty or 
ninety degrees. These sometimes alip 
against each other causing subsisti- 
nence ‘and such is-now known to 
have been the case at San Francisco. 

On the prairie where rock layers 
sre horizontal earthquakes are prac- 
tically impossible and people will be 
reassured to know that it is quite 
possible the prairie country may nev- 
er again get such a jar.

Ottawa, Msy 18.—One of the hot- 
test debates of the session was pre- 
cipitated by Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux 
last evening when he propounded the 
extraordi

Bifton of ‘having taken in that 
election, was dismissed without a! 
chance to defend himself. 

The subsequent attack on the Post- 
master-General was vicious, many 
members of the Opposition taking 


part. y 
Dr. Schafiner had brought to the 
attention of the Government the dis- 
missal of Dolmage. He did not hold 
the Postmaster-General direetly _re- 
sponsible for the dismissal, yet the 
EMG. had allowed himself to be 
overned by an exceedingly hard- | 
earted man.

Mr. Lemieux said he had notified t 
all the postmasters not to take an of- 
fensive part in elections.

Mr. Lemieux 
replied that he had been accused of 
cenvassing and taking part generally, 

Mr. Foster—‘The member for Bran- 
don owns the Government.”

It is rusty now from 
age, but on both sides can be seen 
impressed the name of the maker, An- 
dra Farrara, a famous manufacturer 
of swords in that age. There are 
also other Ietters and marks on the 
blade, some H’s, and a number of 
crosses, but what they mean is diffi- 
cult to say. Perhaps the crosses 
marked the battles in which Claver- 
house had engaged. Two shallow 
grooves run its entire length on both 
sides. 

On the hilt ure letters and figures, 
E.W., No. 68. This part is made of 
brass, and is loose, being probably 
made so by actual use, for in the 
hands of Claverhouse it was seldom 

ut of action. The protection for the

The steel in the blade is the very 
finest, and can be bent so that the 
point will touch the top of the hilt 
without any danger of breaking. Such 
was the sword wielded by John Gra- 
ham of Claverhouse, Viscount of 
Dundee.

Cameron’s mind that this was _actual- 
ly in the possession of Clevethouse.

To live a hundred years and still 
be hale and read is the record of 
Mrs. Sarah McCully, who at present 
is living with her grandson, Ralph 
McCully of 753 Lorne avenue, Lon- 
don, Ont., and who celebrated her 
one hundredth birthday recently.

Lord Dufferin’s Diplomacy Got Con- 
federation of West. - 

During his term ‘as’ Governor-Gen- 
eral ‘of Canada Lord Dufferin had 
one diplomatic mission to carry out 
espreially difficult and trying;* and 
that was the-pacification of the 
ple of British Polumbia in’ 1876 han 
owing to the delay in constructing the 
Canrdian Pacific Railway by the Mac. 
-enzie Govértment, the people of the 
Coast were seriously considering the 
question of seceding from the Domin- 
ion, which they had joined five yeara 
before with the pledge of the Federal 
Government ‘that the railway should 
be commenced within two and com- 
en within ten years of July 20, 

Mr. Edgar, afterwards Sir) James 
and the first Speaker of the House of 
Commons under the Laurier ime, 
went out first as the agent of the 
Federal Government, but a question 
being raised as to hia authority he 
Teturned to Ottawa, and little came 
of his visit. Then, in 1876, Dufferin 
went out to the Coast to pour oil on 
the troubled waters. 

In gala attire the city of Victoria 
received him with open arms. Amon 
the street decorations were severa 
arches bearing inscriptions or mot- 
toes, some of them reading—“United 
Without Union.” “Confederated With- 
out Confederation.” One bore these 
words, “The Railway or Separation- 
As the vicregal carriage 2ppraached, 
the arch beuring the offensive motto 
Lord Dufferin, upon being informed 
of the words, halted the procession 
and called for the reception commit- 
tee. “Gentlemen,” said he to them, 
“I will go under your beautiful arch 
on one coundition. I will not ask 
you to do much. I beg but a trifling 
favor. I only ask-that you allow me 
to suggest a slight change in the 
phrase you have set up. I merely 
usk you to alter one letter in your 
motto, Turn “the ‘S’ into an ‘R, 
Make it read ‘The Railway and Re- 
paration,” and I will gladly pass un- 
der it.” 

The members of the committee were 
not equal to the occusion, for they 
made a sorry exhibition of their loy- 
alty and their good taste by brusque- 
ly refusing Lord Dufferin’s reason- 
able request, and the distinguished 
visitor was obliged to continue his 
progress through the back streets of 
thé city. - 

In the execution of his British Col- 






umbia mission, Lord Dufferin gave ! 


a striking example of his great abil- 
ity us a diplomatist and peacemaker, 
and on more than one occasion he dis- 
played his rare gift of exceedingly 
pleasing and persuasive eloquence. 
His last, and perhaps his greatest, 
speech in British Columbia was de- 
livered at Victoria on the eve of his 
departure, and never did,» Governor- 
General do more or go farther to de- 
fend his Prime Minister than Lord 
Dufferin did on that oecasion to de- 
fend Mr. Mackenzie. False statements 
had been circulated respecting Mr. 
Mackenzie’s actions in connection 
‘with the building of the proposed rail- 
way to British Columbia. These Lord 
Dufferin refuted; he set many things 
right; he dispelled many suspicions; 
he allayed much hard feeling: It was 
a speech filled. with loyalty to his 
constitutional advisers, to the inter- 
ests of Canadas, and to the interests 
of British Columbia. 

In closing, Lord Dufferin said: 
“Most earnestly do I desire the accom- 
plishment of all your «spirations, and 
if ever I have the good fortune to 
come to British Columbia again I 
hope it may be—by rail.” 

It wag not until seven years after 
Lord Dufferin had left Canada that 
such a journey could have been made; 
and it: was largely due to Lord Duf- 
ferin’s visit in 1876 that British Col- 
umbia waited with some impatience 
for the completion of the band of 
steel that supplemented the Act of 
Union in binding the province to 
Confederation.

Sealing Steamer Diana {s Working 
Hard to Get to Big Vessel’s Assist- 
ance In Order to Cut Her Free, 
But Is Still Three Miles Off—Five 
Persons Make Their Way to Shore 
Over Hummocks of ice. 


St. John’s, Nfld., May 21.—A party 
of passengers from the Allan Line 
steamship. Mongolian. landed last 
evening.

The sealing 
steamer Diana, bound for St. John’s, 
was diverted from her course ‘last 
night to try and cut out the Mongo- 
lian, but was unable to get witbin 
two or: three miles of her. 

During the evening a heavy swell 
caused the Mongolian to rise and 
fall, but no damage was caused. ~ It is 
thought that an attempt of the steam- 
er Diana to open a lane between the 
Mongolian and the narrow harbor 
opening will be successful by to-night, 
thus freeing the great steamer from 
her bondsge of many hours. That 
this will be ible was apparently 
indicated in the release of the coastal 
steamer Prospero, which yesterday 
managed, unassisted, to extricate her- 
self from the ice-field.

of the humblest gons of toil as it has 
been inthe hands of the proudest 
nobles of the land. 

“‘At present we grow up in ignor- 
ance of each other. That ignoran:e is 
a weakness and a danger to the S1n- 
pire and consequently ought to be 
removed. The necessities of Imperial 
defence also require important devel- 
opment in our system of. cables.” 

In proposing the toast of “Sister. 
Dominions,” Sir Wilfrid Laurier said: 

“I am not concerned about the fu- 
ture of the Empire. Not that I am 
indifferent, but because I:am confi- 
dent I do not believe in sudden evo- 
lution, but I believe that in the fol- 
lowing on of precedent to precedent 
the destiny of the Empire’ will be 
evolved.”

At the’ head of this service is Mr. 
H. Keeley, the general superin- 
tendent, who all his life haa had to 
d> with the telegraph, and whose 
industry is as good as his experience 
is wide and varied. 
To the superintendent every officer 
in charge’ of a telegraph station 
makes report, and from the zeports 
sent in from the West one can learn 
something about the difficulties such 
8 service has to contend with in the 
more distant parts of the country. 
One common cause of trouble to 
the agcenta on the prairies is the de- 
struction of telegraph poles by 
prairie fires. Broken wires often re- 
sult, and, of course, interruption to 
the service. Further north: in‘ the 
forest country trees blown over in 
the winter storms often break down 
the wires. The agent at Moosejaw 
makes a curious complaint. He 
writes: “Many of the original poles 
orected twenty-three years ago are 
still in use. The country through 
the entire length of the line is open 
prairie.. Much damage is done,. par- 
ticularly during the winter months,

without wood, slice off portions of 
the poles for fuel. In some instances, 
poles have been rem bodily.’”

This 
makes distance scem a shadowy thing, 
but it was real enough once, and 
much time and toil did it take to 
overcome it. One has only to look 
backward to realize that. In 1792, 
the year in which the first Parlia- 
mentary election was held in Canada, 
there was a monthly mail between 
Quebee and New York, but it was 
not always regular. Postal facilities 
increased and four years later a post- 
office notice announced that ‘‘a week- 
ly conveyance by post*has lately been 
established between . Montreal and

Fever is a rise of temperature abore 
the normal level. This rise is seldom 
beyond 106 degrees. Mental and nerv- 
ous Influences may so act for a time as 
to disorder the control of the ther- 
motaxic nerre center and cause fever.

Never Heard of After. 


Vancouver, “B.C., May 31.—The 
wreck of the ill-fated) Condor, the 
British sloop’ of war, lost in Decem- 
ber, 1901, has, it is believed, been lo- 
cated off Long Beach, 14 miles south 
of Clayoquet, om the west ‘coast of 
Vancouver Island. a 

heavy spar, evidently attached to 
other © wreckage, over which’ the 
heavy surf was breaking, tvas observ- 
ed" floating for-several days, and on 
its breaking away and floating ashore, 
it wes recognized asa navy ‘spar, 
stamped with the Admiralty mark,
